A New York Broker Robbed and Marv-
dered, Chlovoformed, and HBeaten with
Blackjacks,

On the 20th of March last there arrived in
Philadelphia Mr. Jobn M. Blegiried, a money
and exchange broker of New York, whose rosl
dence was st Easton, Pa. He, in company with
a relative, stopped at the Alleghany liouse, in
Market street. On Thursday, the 234, he left
the hotel in search of a friend, promiging Lo re-
turn at 6 o'clock in the evening. He did not
return, however, and bhis whereabouls were not
ascertalned unui 12 o'clock that night, when it
waa found that he had been taken into the Con-
tinental Hotel by a number of rough-looking
men. He was fearfolly cul and beateg and was
scarcely able to speak, but it was gathered from
what be could utter that the men who broazht
ljilmkto the hotel had beaten him with black-

ACKS.

Hea was uopable to tell where he had bheen
stopping, and all that is known of him ja that
he was seen al Eighth and Chesnnt sirests the
day followlng (Friday), in company with a rough-
looking man. It is supposed that this man took
Mr. Biegiried to the North Pennaylvaoia c!epuh
and sent him to his home In Easton. Mr. Biegirie
managed to reach his home, but he had no
sooner crossed the threshold than he fell to the
floor exhausted, and lmmediately became un-
conscions, Upon oxamination by two physicians
it was nseertained that he had been terribly in-
jured. Nearly all his ribs on the left side wera
fractured; the flesh in several places bore Lhe
marks of boot-heels, as though he had been
‘}nmpcd upon after having been knocked down,

iis chest, slde, and abdomen presented exten-

sive ecchymosis. His loft jawbome was broken
and the bone immediately under the left eye
forming the lower part of the socket, was algo
fractured,

His injuries were so severe that his recovery
wne considered very doubiful. The sattending
physicians thought that had there been proper
attention promptly pald to him he wounld have
recovered. Everything was done at his home
that skill could devise, and every efforl was
made to ascertain how, when, and where he had
received ench rough treatment. He appeared
to gink very gradually, but at times made lnco-
herent exclamations, such as ‘“‘they tried to
chloroform me, Wul they couldn';” then he
would say something about the walla being
‘‘hesmeared with blood,” then referred to
“‘blackjacks.”" “how they beat him,"” but all he
sald wns very much confosed. He lingered
until the first of the present month, and then
expired.

)n the 6th Instant a jury held an Inquest In
the case, and returned the following verdiet: —

““That John M. Siegfried came to his death, at
Easton, Pa., on the 1st day of April, 1871, from
injuries inflicted uﬁan his person by some per-
gon or persong (o this inquest unknown, in the
city of Philndelphia, on or about the night of
the 23d of March, 1871."

The deceased was an estimable gentleman,
well known both in New York and Easton.

Joseph A. Bel:s, 1D, D, The Sunday-school,
which at present has a membership of aboutdasi,
was organized in 1821, by Adam Keller; and we
have In ita history an indiestion of the hermony
that has alway s prevallod, simllar to thet which
existed in vhe chiurch. It has had but two super-
intendents, James Keller, and Wm. M. Hegl,
who died a few mouihs Ago.

of the eckool, the church edliice was appropri-
ately decorated. The altar was blooming with
fragrant blogsoms. Over it blazed a etar. The
galleries were festooned with evergreens and
the pillars ware all epcircled with them.

Bubsequently, Bergeant Duffy suc-
ceeded in arresting the other two young men,
who gave the names of ‘lhomas Muarphy and
Thomas Keys. McCullough, it is sald, was dis-
charged from prison about four or five days ago.
The accused had o hearing yesterday morning
before Alderman Bonsall, who committed the
whole party to Moyamensing.

The Annaal Kiection Ffor Vestrymon To-
day—The Deciding Point of the Diffie
enlty—A Majority In Favor of the Vestry
A Close Vote,

The eccleslastical controversy which has for
rome time disturbed the quiet of Bt, Cloment's
Protestant Eplscopal Parish of “ this  eity
reached a cnlminat'ng point to-day in the Easter
election of the church vesiry—Easter Monday
being toe regular time for charch elections in
all charebes of the dendmination —which elec-
tion the partignne oo both sides bave been look-
ing forwnrd to for some time as the means of
settlement of the dieulties elther in favor of
one tide or the othier.  As the case now stands,
the re-election of the old vestry, who have so
,‘,pen)’\‘ n]l['-('l'ﬂl‘-d themeelves to the yiews of the
present rector of the parish, Dr. Batterson,
wonld be the formal approvel of the course of
the veetry by the congregation, or ai least by
their voting representatives. On the other haod,
the election of o new vestry wonld warrant the
gupposition that the charch disapproves of the
action of the officers aud withes the rector up
held in his plans.

In the Jformer event, next step
would be the forma.  aecusal of
rector io the Bl-hnr of the diocese by the re-
elecied vesiry, (his belog a continuation of their
former course, which they would have followed
out before had they not delayed so dolng until
an election ehould be held, from the resnlt of
which they would know how far thay were up-
beld by the congregation. The Bishop wonld
then take the matter in charge, formally im-
peach the rector, convene an ecclesiastical
court, and allow the church in this vicivity 1o
be exposed to all the excitements, schisms, and
the accompanying ecandals of an ecclesinatioal
trial, the details of which would be eageriy de-
voured by all lovers of novelty, and hailed as
glorious news by those who are nlready desiring
an open rupture in the now united Church. This
courge, it Is understood, will be rigidly
followed, even ne the former courseof the vestry
has been, although according to all 1aws, nzages,
and customs of the Protestant Episcopal Chureb,
the veslry have nothing whatever to do- with
the gervice of the Church, or the manner in
which it is condneted, any more than by an ex-
pression of approval or disapproval. All soch
things are in the province of the clergy alone,
the reclor being rua}mnsihle only to his supe-
riors, with whom all aceusations should origi-
nate when it is seen that the teachings or prae-
tices of the rector are elther radically wrong or
calculated to injure the interests of the church
or congregation. According to law and custom
the authority of the vestry includes only the
temporal affairs of a congregation, and any-
thing that goes bevond that exceeds tosir
anthority.

At the present time the actoal number of
active voters in the parish is forty-four. These
are all persons who were conpected with the
parish before the present rector took charge,
and most of them are in favor of the old vestry.
The rector has a large majority of friends in the
congregation, but these have not yet a vote.
The voters are required to hold a pew or sitting
for two years before their vole can be legal.
Dr. Batterson will by the first part of next
menth have had charge of the parish for two
years, and of those who ¢ame to the church
with him, some are short of the required time
Lut about three weeks. Among those gatherad
by him into the congregation since then there
are some who want about six months of the re-
quired time, while others have held pews for
opnly & year. The votes of all these, therefore,
cannot be connted, and no atlemps will be made
to bave them even presented.

There are, however, among the legal voters a
number of women votes which are in favor of
the rector and his party, which vetes have
always been received heretofore, but which the
party are now endeavoring to keep out as
illegal. The votes of the rector and hisassisiant,
who are both renters of pews, are Lo be pre-
gented, and to them no objection can be made,
To balance this the vesiry are endeavoring to
bring in voters who were formerly atlendants of
the parish and who still hold pews, bat who are
pow régular attendants and members of other
churches and are not at all interested In the
questions at issue. These have not been accus-
tomed to vote since their removal from the pa-
rish. These votes will very properly be chal
lenged by the rector’s side, and every effort
made Lo have them counted out.

But It 18 thought that perhaps a better spirit
will take possession of the combatants when the
time for actlon shall come, and that a compro-
mise will be made, by which all votes will be
allowed, the rector's party withdrawing all oppo-
gitlon to the outside voters, and the vestrymen
and their friends doing the same for the women
voters. Should this bappen, the result will be
about the same as if those disputed on both
sides were counted out.

Should the rector Fmve successfal In the elec-
tion, the services of the church will go on as
heretofore until another annual election, when
the numerous friends of that side will be fally
enfranchised, and the support of the rector will
be 1p1-cad beyond a doubt.

‘he election to-day was held in the parish
building, in the rear of the church. [t began at
12 o'clocir, noon, and contioued until 2 o'clock
P. M. The tellers of the election, appoluted by
the present vestry, were Henry C Thompson
and John P. Brock. The following ticketls were

The tollers of the election, somewhat unex-
pectedly, refused to recelve the voles of the
rector and of his asslstant, Dr. 8toart, though
they had both voted at former elections o that
parish, bad been accustomed to do g0 1u other
parlshes, and showed that It was the general
eustom for rectors 80 w0 do. The votes were
firet refused on the ground that no psw-rent
bad been paid, but the money was immediately
offered by those gentlemen for the whole time
that they bad been connected with the church,
This money the vesirymen declined (o recelve.
The votes from the lady members were also
declined, In cases where they were married
Jadies and were uoaccompanied by their hus-
bauds,

The outside vote, from partiés oulside of the
church who were members, and some of whom
were officers of other churches, were presented
and cballenged by Lhe rector’'s party, but were
received by the tellers. When the polls were
closed, it was found shat 35 votes had been cast,
of which 19 were in favor of the old vestry and
17 in favor of the new ticket, with tbe exception
of Willlam A. Reolin, who received only 16
voies.

This result, though seem!iogly a victory for
the vestry party, s not by sny means the end
of the controversy. The election I8 so close
and tbe doubiiul voles so numerous that the ra-
sult wll be lmmediately contested on the
ground of {lle voles recelved aud of legal
ones refveed. The count of the elsclion, ns fo]-
lowed up during s , did not eorpe-
spond wth the official conut by ose vole in
fayor of the rector's ride. This that party claim
as accounted for by one gentleman’s voie having
been chapped in bis band witbout bis know-
ledge, after he had received it und before he
voled it. 1fthis beso, n mean and petty politi-
cal trick was resorted to, the luady lity of
which in ehurch matters Is patent to every one.

The whisky district of Port Richmond was
again vieited yesterday morning by the United
Hiates officials. The officers arrived at the
notorions locality on Monmonth sirest, below
Ann, as early a8 2 o'clock, but they met with a
reception not at all calealated in the p mme.
The Irish had evidently been warned of thelr
approach, and collecting In Immense foree thev
awaited the arrival of the “gaugers,” as they
call them. The officlals compried Deputy
United States Marshals Eldridge, Murray, Beale,
and Caldwell, accompanied by Revenne Oificers
Clarke, House, Palmer, and Gegan. When the
parily arrived on the ground, they found that the
whole force of illieit distillers had been placed
in the most sirategie position for attack. Be-
hind every fence were concealed two or three
men, and in every house were stationed others to
aseigt. No sooner had the officers ‘of the law
come within raoge when they were mel with a
furious volley of pistol shols. They were not
blank cartridges, for the whistling of the balls
told a story that another locality wonld be a
much safer place for the officers. To this eon-
ciuglon they came, and gracefully retired, leav-
ing the nnterrified Irish in the possession of the
field. An extra binst, however, will be given
these pirales some of these fine mornlogs.
